the Dennison Township elementary 
school as a result of the ingenuity and 
cooperation of the teachers and direc 
tors of the school district W ashing 
hands at regular intervals is an ac 
cepted routine of the school day 

The Dennison Township consol 
dated school its a small elementary 
school situated tn a rural setting near 
White Haven, Pa. The enrollment 
of the school is approximately 100 
pupils, and the teaching staft consists 
of a teaching principal, two teachers, 
and a part-time nurse. Although the 
school is small, an etfore has been made 
by the school board and teachers to 
develop a~modern curriculum. Since 
the philosophy of the school is built 
on the concept that children learn by 
doing, health instruction is augmented 
whenever possible by pupil participa 
tion in health activines rather than 
through the presentation of health in 
formation alone. As a result of this 
philosophy that children learn by do 
ing, the school is now providing an 
adequate meal at noon to supplement 
instruction in nutrition and to give 
actual practice in good eating habits 


and better table manners 


HOT MEAL PROVIDED 

Many children who attended the 
Dennison Township school in years 
gone by found it necessary to carry 
cold lunches, since many of them came 
by bus or walked long distances to 
school In the fall of 1947 the teach 
ers, with the encouragement of the 
school board, decided to provide some 
form of hot meal at school. The first 
lunches consisted of hot soup and 
bottles of milk sold to the children 
at cost. Necessary equipment was pr 
vided by the school district or was 
donated through the efforts of the 
Dennison Township Community As 
sociation, a group of interested citi 
zens who had dedicated their efforts to 
promoung the interests of the school 

Soon after the program was started 
the county superintendent of schools 
E. S. Teter, pointed out to the teach 
ers that they could easily expand the 
program by applying for assistance 
under the National School Lunch Pro 
gram being sponsored by the Pennsyl 
vania Department of Public Instruc 
tion. The school was accepted as a 
participant in the national program 
This, without doubt, was one of the 


most important steps ever taken by 


the school in improving tts curriculum 
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When all the children were seated around tables covered with shiny 


white oilcloth the need for handwashing facilities was apparent. 


The benefits to this small school of 
an adequate meal at noon have been 
vreat. Before the lunch program was 
adopted, many of the children in poor 
families were undernourished because 
of insutficiene diets. Within tew 
months after the program was inaug 
urated there was a decided improve 
ment in the physical condition of chil 
dren enrolled in the school. Gains tn 
weight and general health were most 
gratifying. Colds and minor ailments 
decreased, and the percentage of at 
temdance is, at present, the highest it 
has ever been in the history of the 


he 


CLEAN HANDS NEEDED 
Administrative difficulties soon 
arose, however. With the introduction 
of the school lunch program came an 
emphasized need for clean hands. For 


merly, when children ate their lunches 


by themselves or in isolated xroups 
scattered about the classroom, dirty 


hands did not attract much atrenuon 
With everyone seated around tables 
covered with shiny white oilcloth, un 
clean hands became very noticeable 
and soon both pupils and teachers 
realized that something had to be done 
to improve the situation 

At first small wash basins and cold 
water were used for handwashing, but 


this method presented dithculties from 


the point of view of ethciency and 
sanitation. In the first place it was 
dithcule to get children to wash their 
hands thoroughly when the weather 
was cold. In the second place the use 
of common wash basins does not ap 
pear to be a sanitary practice. In the 
third place emptying and refilling the 
wash basins take ume. The teachers 
presented their difhculties to a sym 
pathetic school board, and as a result 

handwashing device was installed 
along with a hot water system 

This handwashing device, which was 
described briefly in The NATION'S 


_ SCHOOLS for October 1949, ts of sim 


ple construction and was installed at 
small cost. Water is supplied trom 
i deep well on the school property 
ind an ample amount is available 
merely for the cost of pumping. The 
device is an adaptation of the water 


mixer used in the ordinary kitchen
